2. Citations and E?qplanations (Rule 70.7) 



Claims 1-12, 24-27 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Tobinick (US 6, 623,736). 
Tobinick discloses a method of treating central nervous system disorder such Alzheimer's disease by administering antagonists of 
cytokines. See column 1, lines 9-20, lines 56-60. A combination therapy is also disclosed. See column 9, lines 5-35. Thus Tobinick 
anticipates instant claims 1-12, 24-27. 

Claims 1-4, 7-8, 13, 18-19, and 24-26 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Muller (WO 97/08143). 
MuUer discloses a method of treating central nervous system disorder such as multiple sclerosis by administering cytokine inhibitors of 
the instant invention formula (I). See page 1^ line 5, page 3 line 30-page 4, line 7; page 5, lines 15-page 7. 
Thus Muller anticipates instant claims 1-4, 7-8, 13, 18-19, and 24-26. 

Claims 1-8, 20-21, and 24-26 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by MtiUer (WO 99/06041). 

Muller discloses a method of treating central nervous system disorder such as multiple sclerosis by administering cytokine inhibitors of 

the instant invention formula (IT). See page 1, line 11; page 5 lines 30-33; page 7, lines 1-25. 

Thus Muller anticipates instant claims 1-8, 20-21, and 24-26. 

Claims 1-4, 7-8, and 22-26 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as bemg anticipated by Schafer (WO 03/080048). 

Schafer discloses a method of treating disorders ameliorated by reduction of TNF-alpha by administering cytokine inhibitors of the 

instant invention formula (III). See page 1, and page 6 

Thixs Schafer anticipates instant claims 1-4, 7-8, and 22-26. 

Claims 1-27 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial appHcability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
